by the report of the Cheang Aye Teng, which 
is as follows :— : 

We loft Singapore on tho Gth Sopt. 1888 
at 9.16 p.m, and had light N.E. breeze and 
partially hazy weather uatiltho9th, when we 
had moderate Westerly to South Westerly 
broozes and light rain showers. By -the 
afternoon of the 10th-the wind had changed 
to N.W., and wo had squalls with light 
Northerly swoll; the barometcr wus at 
29.60 and wos steadily filling, At 6 
p.m. the wind was blowing with moderato 
foreo from tho N.W., accompanied. with 
frequent rain aquolls, ‘The barunoter had 
fallon to 29.25 and continued to fall slowly 
till midnight, whon it indicated 29.20. We 
wore then abyut 80 milea East of Cape ; 
Varella, the weather remaining similar to 
what it had been during the afternoon. 
Next doy, the Lith, a fresh gale wap bluw- 
ing with frequent heavy squalls and heavy 
cross sea, ‘The ship laboured very heavily, 
shipping a large quantity of water foro and 
aft the decks, and it was ovident the ship 
had ran into o typhoon, At 2 a.m. the 
baromoter was at 29,14; at dam. wo had 
a strong Northerly gale and furioua squalls 

while the burometer had fallen to 29.09; at 


8o.m. the wind was vocring to Eastward, 
barometer 29.05, At 9 am. thoro was 
dead ealm with heavy cross sea. Flocks of 
amall birda wore flying around the stesmer 
‘and thers waa every appearance of our bo- | 
ing in the contre of a typhoon. At 
9.30'o.m., it started to blow very hard 
with ternfic aqualla. The water lashed 
by the wind had the appearance of smoke. 
The wind and sea wero veering to East and 
South, while ‘the ‘glass’ had risen to 
29,10.

20° 55. N. and Long. 113.05 E.

“INDIA AND TIBET. 
(rom the Pioneer of 26th Aug.) 

Aa we oxpluined at the time, the sending 
of an expeditionary force into Sikkim had 
for ita objective sumething more than the 
mere capture of the Lingtu Fort. There 
hud been such marked progress in the 
intrigues set on foot .by the Lhassa tamas 
that thero svemed overy probability of 
Sikkim being absorbed by Tibet in a very 
short time. The Ruja of Sikkim, ao 
wretched creature, had not the-strength of 
will to assert himaelf, oven if ha bag wish- 
ed to-do-so; and his open-sympathy -with- 
the aima of ihe lamas frightened those of 
his sybjects whe had any patrivtic feeliug. 
It was necessary, therefore, to break down 
the Tibetan influence in Sikkim, a protect- 
ed State of British India; and it was be- 
lieved that the moral effect produced by a 
display of armed strength would accomplish 
this. But so far this end has not been 
gained, as the Tibetans have played a wait- 
ing game, and, favoured by the natural 
barriers which soparate their country 
from Sikkim proper, have placed our 
troops at o great disadvantage. If tharo 
had been » vulnerable point at which 
Colonel Graham could ‘have struck after 
the capture of Lingtu, the affair would hava 
come to an end months avo; but when an 
enoniy has arange of mountains from 14,000 
to 17,000 feet high behind which to shelter 
himself, he can bide his own time and be as 
obstinate as he chooses in rejecting all over- 
tures, We have, it ia true, ousted the 
Tibetans from their advanced post on the 
Lingtu hill; but their reply to this has been 
the attack on Gnatong at the end of May 
and further warlike demonstrations on the 
slopes of the Jolopla They have in a 
measure regained sone of the influence over 
Sikkim which they lost after the Lingtu 
alluir, ond i¢ will need a sharp and decisive 
action near Gnatong to break this down. 
The few experts who are familiar with 
Tibetan affairs state that the lamas are so 
ignorant of the outside world, and sv vain 
of their own strength, that they roally be- 
lieve they can sweep our troups from Sikkim. 
and are bent upon trying the experiment, 
They have spread reports throughont the 
country of their intended odvance in 
atrenxth, and these have had marked effect 
upon the timerous Raja and his equally 
timorous subjects. ° 

Tha protensions which tho Lhassa monks 
now put forward as regards their right 
tv control Sikkim are by no means new, 
In 1878, when two British officers tried 
to reach Chumbi, the Chinese representa. 
tives at Lhasss, acting uoder the influence 
of the lamas, addressed a letter to the Raja 
in which the following siyvitfcant expres. 
sions occurred ;—‘ Your State of Sikkim bor- 
ders on Tibet; you know what is in our 
minds and what our policy is. You are 
bound to prevent the Peling (English) Sa- 
hibs from crossing the frontior ; yet it is en- 
tirely through your.action in making roads 
for the Sahibs throaght Sikkim that they ave 
going ta make the projected attempt. If you 
cantinue to. behave in thig manner it will 
not de well with you, — In future you should 
fulfil your obligations.and obey the orders of 
the Dulni Lama and the Emperor of China.’ 
Matters have so far changed sinco 1876 thut 
the Chinese Governmunt have no aympathy 
with the Tibetan monks in the hostility to 
the Indian Governinent, and haye instructed 
their representative at Lhissa ta do all 
ty hig’ power io settle the present
